A QUID PRO QUO? 


The Railway Commission has sanc- 
tioned the plans of the National Railways 
to route the traffic of the Camrose-Cal- 
gary line into and out of Edmonton via 
the Bretona cut-off and the high level 
bridge at Clover Bar. 
trains leaving Edmonton for the south will 
no longer cross the low level bridge and 
Stop at the south side station, and that in- 
coming trains will no longer follow this 
route. Passengers from the south side 
desiring to reach points on the National 
lines south and south-east of the city will 
require to cross to the north side to catch 
their trains, and incoming passengers 
from those districts will be landed on the 
morth side. It perhaps means also that 
the track between what was formerly 
Strathcona and Bretona will be abendoned 
and the rails torn up.

Action accom- 
panying speech is called grsture. 
There is a good deal to the psychology 
of gesture. 

Gesture is earlier than speech. It's 
the only original form of conveying 
the state of your feelings, which is 
the more primitive side of the state 
of your mind. The infant brandishing 
his arms anc legs is gesturing. It's 
a story without words. When speech 
is acquired. ,the words tell the mes- 
sage, what you want to say, but not 
how you feel as you say it. For that 
you depend on one phase of the ges- 
ture language that is capable of re- 
fined development. 

After the period of infancy we stop 
gesturing quite so naturally with our 
arms or legs—mainly with the legs— 
because we need them to stand on, 
and with the arms, because we often 
engage them in other occupations. But 
you have occasionally noticed some 
one gesturing with knife and fork in 
hand, so natural is it to supplement 
and suit the action to the word. Elo- 
}quent arms that emphasize, appeal, 
extend. threaten, embrace, pacify and 
convince, add much to the oratorical 
effeet. 

We recognize much of their conven- 
tionality: certainly the presidentia 
candidate or any one else who is pos- 
ing for the movies has to manufac- 
ture his gesture, for he isn't at the 
time in the state of feeling that he is 
expressing through his words and 
which woukd diffuse or run over to 

other unengaged muscles through 
the emotion which accompanies his 
message 

Far less conventional is the range 
of facial gesture that starts in the 
¥ months of life and continues 
though it also is taken up by the con- 
ventions tren laugh and smile 
‘natural Adults do so more or less 
conventionally. An engaging smile is 
also a political asset. But as we be- 
come expert both in making and in 
reading gestures, we come to estimate 


, . Most of the problems and troubles 
that make our civilization imperfect 
;are due to man’s foolish belief that 
scolding will make a cripple sound 
and well. 

Man is more than flesh and blood 
His mind is of more importance than 
his body. And there is a normal 
|standard of perfection for minds as 
; there is a normal] standard of perfec- 
tion for bodies. 

If a man was born with imperfect 
jarms and legs. we realize that his 
handicap makes him tirepabie +f do- 
limg the labor normal men do. And 
hwe should realize that the man whose 
handicap is an imperfect mind—a 
|crippled mind—is incapable of think- 
ing as normal men think. 
|} In so much as a mind falis short 
of being all that a mind should be, 
jin that same degree it is an abnormal 
j}mind—a deformed, crippled mind— 
and neither instruction nor scolding 
;can make it function as a perfect 
mind should function. 

The man with an imperfect mind-- 
and his number is legion—does not 
resent the unkindness of Pate, as the 
man with a crippled body does, tor 
his imperfection makes him incapable 
of realizing how imperfect he is. He 
is like the conceited youth who feels 
superior to adults because his - 
jance and want of experience 
| him to his folly. 

tI is commonly belieevd that people 
with imperfect minds would under- 
Stand all things as intelligent 
| do if they had been trained and in- 
structed. And this belief prompts re- 
| formers, uplifters and cynical critics 
| to labor with them and to berate and 
|ridieule them in an effort to make 
|them see the truth. What is more, 
and worse, their inability to see it ts 
attributed to prejudice and perversity. 

But neither training nor scolding 

jean make a cripple walk as whole 
men do, and neither instruction nor 
ridicule can make the crippled mind 
| function as intelligent minds do. 
The man of imperfect mind is cun- 
ltent as he is. Usually he thinks him- 
self a shrewd fellow, hard to fool. He 
jdoes not think but he feels deeply: 
and the prejudices and stu ties 
kind make 
jhim an easy prey for unscrupulous 
politicians and sharpers. 

These profit by him because they 
understand him. They recognize him 
|a8 a cripple. And reformers and cri- 
‘thes fail to benefit or instruct him 
because they do not understand him 
They think him a normal man denied 
jadvantages, whereas he is an obnor- 
|mal man incapable of utilizing ad- 
vantages. 

To berate and ridicule him is not 
only cruel but stupid. His limitations 
are eeg HY him. To genetinas him 
because to follies no more 
sane than fy 4 a cripple be- 
cause he limps. 
| The first part of a cure is correct 
diagnosis. Leaders of the race cannot 
|achieve progress by words to 
heal cripples. They must to see

‘duct. We all smile by nature, but our 
| society smile we have acquired. We 
all shake hands because we have been 
| taught to do so, but in the manner 
of our shaking hands we may put in 
a touch of real, warm feeling or make 
it a cold, formal gesture. 

The variation of gesture among 
races and nations brings out its tem- 
peramental side. For those peoples 
will use gesture freely who are both 
subject to strong emotions and whose 
racial or nations! tradition it ts to 
| let such emotions have their way with 
‘the muscles. So each people develops 
its own brand of gesture, with no 
need of any other school than the 
everyday school of imitation. That is, 
/90 per cent acquired on a 10 per 
cent. natural basis. Consequently 
what is natural is the gestural habit 
‘about as freely used as we see it in 
lively children and what is acquired 
jis first of all the general habit of 
letting it have its way or suppressing 
it. Once the habit of gestural habit 
is indulged in, hands and face are in- 
cessantly active, adding a touch of 
emotional expression to what the 
| words imperfectly convey. 

As we grow to think more intellec- 
jtually we rely on the @poken word 
to carry the message. and Jess on the 
emotional accompaniment. We use 
gesture sparingly, but we still rely on 
tacial expression, and the voice-ges- 
jtures of emphasis and tone to com- 
plete our meaning. Cold print ts cold 
and the spoken word is warm becatise 
the voice can carry the feeling-tone 
and the eye can get it only from ex- 
pression and gesture, mot from the 
word alone. 

In a public appearance personality 
counts, and personality is conveyed by 
emotion. So the public arts of the 
stage and the platform and pulpit 
will keep alive the noble art of ges- 
ture. To be seen by the crowd, ges- 
tures, like facial make-up, must be 
}exaggerated, but they must still be 
|genuine to carry conviction. When 
they are not, when there is a flourish, 
a word or an act lacking sincerity, 
}we say “that’s a mere gesture’—the 
jgesture that is acquired and on oc- 
casion assumed.
